greatest round-up of radicals .in the 
nation’s history was conducted to­ 
night by the government through 
the department of justice agents in 
33 cities from coast to coast. 
At midnight reports indicated that 
more than 1,500 members of the 
communist labor 
parties, 
against 
whom the raids were directed, were 
in custody, and department of jus­ 
tice officials expressed the opinion 
that daylight would see twice that 
number behind the bars. 
Not only was the round-up the 
largest in the government's effort to 
rid the country of radicalism, but in 
the view of officials it was the most 
thoroughly carried out. Department 
of justice had been instructed several 
days ago and at 9 oclock tonight the 
more was begun on the radical head­ 
quarters, whether in Portland, Maine 
or in Portland, Oregon. 
Department of Justice operatives 
were directed to catch the radicals 
“With the goods on” and that these 
directions were carried out was evi­ 
denced in reports, particularly from 
New York, where 
the offices 
of 
communist newspapers were raided, 
and from New England, where con­ 
siderable literature prepared for dis­ 
semination by the two parties was 
seized. 
The biggest “bag" of the radicals 
was made in New York, where at 
midnight more than 300 had been 
arrested and sent to Ellis Island. 
From a dozen New England cities 
300 or more of the communists were 
gathered and in Detroit the raiders 
found 
plentiful 
supplies, 
taking 
about 300 into oustody. Chicago and 
Philadelphia supplied more than 120 
and Buffalo about. 100.. A. larger 
number than in any previous raid 
was reported from practically all of 
the cities.
